Coffee County Commission opens bids for construction on new cell at landfill

The. — Coffee - County 
Commission met Tuesday 
morning, May 29, for the regu- 
lar bimonthly meeting. The 
meeting was held on Tuesday 
due to the Memorial Day holi- 
day on Monday, May 28. 

During the meeting, commis- 
sioners opened bids received for 
the construction of a new cell at 
the Coffee County Landfill. The 
cell'are used for storage of solid 
waste brought to the landfill. 

The bids opened during 
Tuesday's meeting were for 
construction of cell number six 
at the landfill, 

Four bids were received and 
opened by commissioners. 
These included: a bid from T & 
K Construction in the amount of 
$1,988,651.15; a bid from 
APAC in the amount of 
$2,132,825.25; a bid. from 
Wiregrass Construction in the 
amount of $1,927,137.50; and a 
bid from S.A. Graham Co. in the 
amount of $2,119,872.80. 

Upon the recommendation of 
county engineer Randy Tindell, 


commissioners voted to table 
the bids. Tindell said tabling 
would allow time to look over 
the bids and make sure every- 
thing is in order before the job is 
awarded. He said he will report 
back at the next meeting. 

‘Also during Tuesday’s meet- 
ing, commissioners voted to 
allow Tindell to place a few var- 
ious items on GovDeals.com for 
sale. 

In a report from the sheriff's 
department, Chief Deputy R. W. 
Whitworth spoke on behalf of 
Sheriff Dave Sutton. Whitworth 
said the sheriff could not be at 
the meeting due to him being 
the guest speaker at a local 
D.A.R.E. graduation ceremony 
Tuesday morning. 


Whitworth said the sheriff's — 


department has been participat- 
ing in the “Click It or Ticket” 


campaign held annually. He said 
this is something the sheriff's 
department has done in the past. 

Whitworth also reported that 
the department continues to fol- 
low leads concerning some bur- 
glaries within the county.

This amendment 
will require the trust funds and limit how they are used. ‘This one 
is long overdue and will get our resounding support and a yes 
vote.

is supplied water from four groundwater wells. The water we supply comes from the Clayton Aquifer. The Authority also purchases water from the Enterprise Water Works to supply the Al Hwy 167 and 
Co. Rd. 541 areas as well as the providing emergency back-up supply for the south and east side of our distribution system. The Enterprise Water Works utilizes groundwater taken from sixteen wells that tap into the 
Nanafalia, Salt Mountain Limestone and Clayton Aquifers. The water we provide our customers requires no specialized treatment. However, chlorine is added to the water for disinfection purposes. This insures the 


quality of water throughout our distribution system.

Tips on-preventing 


“line tw

One of the best things that has happened to fishermen was the 
invention of the spinning reel. Modern spinning and spin-cast reels 
are relatively inexpensive and easy to use, even for young and first 
time spin fishermen. 

While bait casting reels are notorious for back lashes (line tangling 
up on reel spool) and fly fishermen have to contend with wind knots 
getting in their leader, spin fisherman's number one enemy is line twist. 
Spinning gear by its very design is prone to line twisting. Even the 
monofilament line used in spin fishing lends itself to easy twisting. 
Monofilament line develops a condition called “memory”. That is it 
develops a “‘set” to the spool that it is installed on. 

The spinning reel bail that winds line on the spool creates a certain 
amount of twist. Although some twist is unavoidable due to design, 
proper spooling and changing line often will minimize the natural twist- 
ing tendency of spinning reels. Line twist can become severe if the reel 
handle is cranked while line is being pulled off the reel as often happens 
when a fish is on line. A properly set drag can minimize this problem, 
but if the reel is cranked as line is stripped, a severe twist can result. 
Wait for the fish to pause and lift the rod slowly, without reeling in line 
and then by reeling line as the rod is lowered. 

Line twist can also happen when certain lures are used without a 
swivel or when fishing in a swift current such as when cat fishing below 


- large reservoir dams. Most lures such as plugs, spinner baits and jigs 


do not rotate unless something is wrong with their action, However, 
some spinners and spoons tend to rotate on retrieve, creating line twist. 
Using a good quality snap swivel that will allow the lure to rotate nat- 
urally can reduce line twist resulting from lure action. 

Even with proper line installation and using swivels, some line twist- 
ing is going to occur on your spinning reel. Fortunately, this inevitable 
twisting is relatively easy to correct. One of the best ways is to let the 
line out (without a weight attached) behind a motorboat; or allow the 
line to float downstream in a good current and reel in while maintain- 
ing a moderate pressure with your fingertips. 

Severe line twisting problems can be prevented by watching your 
lure as you take it out of the water. If it spins, the line is beginning to 
twist, Allow the lure to spin out, then fix the lure action or attach a 
swivel. Another little used method of preventing line twist is to take the 
spool off and soak it in warm water to soften up the line, 

Preventing line twist will give you more fishing time and save you a 
little embarrassment when your son or daughter comes in and repeats 
the words you used when you got a “birdnest” on your spinning reel.

_ Squirrels are one of the more 
conumonand-reeognized species 
of wildlife, in the Southeast. 
They readily inhabit backyards 
and other urban areas and have 
adapted well to human develop- 
ment. What is not as well known 
is that there are three species of 
squirrels in Alabama. 

Gray Squirrel—The gray 
Squirrel is the most common of 
the three species found in 
Alabama. Weighing approxi- 
mately 1 to 1.5 pounds at adult 
age, it is a medium-sized squir- 
rel covered with gray hairs that 
are white at the tips. Its back and 
neck is a darker gray with a 
white or lighter gray along the 
belly and the tail is long, flat and 
bushy. 

The gray squirrel is found in 
deciduous forests of oak and 
hickory, which is typically 
mixed with pines and other 
hardwoods. They commonly eat 
a variety of mast such as acorns, 
hickory nuts, seeds and fruits 
and are known to raid gardens 
of green tomatoes and other 
vegetables. 

Gray squirrels spend most of 
their time in the treetops unless 
gathering food or engaging in 
mating chases, This squirrel is 
common to parks and suburban 
yards, They are more active dur- 
ing early morning and late 
afternoon when in search of 
food. 

Fox Squirrel—The fox squir- 
rel is Alabama's largest squirrel 
and weighs approximately 1.5 
to 2 pounds. Pur coloration may 
very in this species, but itis gen- 
erally rusty yellow with gray 
along the back and neck, The 
belly is mostly a pale yellow to 
orange and the feet and nose are 
a yellowish-brown ‘to rusty 
orange. In some areas of the 
state, this species can be black

The fox squirrel prefers 
upland forests of predominately 
open stands of oak, hickory and 
mixtures. of pine and hard- 
woods. This is.probably because 
fox squirrels are less agile 
climbers than gray squirrels and 
prefer to stay on the ground. Fox 
squirrels are not early risers. 
They prefer to wait to midmorn- 
ing before coming active and 
are not active again until mid- 
day or late afternoon. 

The breeding season of the 
gray and fox squirrel begins in 
early February and again in 
early to late summer (July and 
August). The female will con- 
struct a den nest in a hollow tree 
or in a leaf nest in the branches 
of a mature tree. A litter typical- 
ly consists. of three to five 
young, which are weaned in 
about six weeks. 

Southern Flying Squirrel— 
The smallest of the squirrel 
species in Alabama is the 
Southern flying squirrel, The 
flying squirrel is much smaller 
than the other two species and 
weighs only a few ounces at 
adult age. Its body is covered 
with thick, soft, silky fur that is 
brown or gray along the, dorsal 
side with white along the belly. 

This squirrel’s name is 
derived from its ability to glide 
from tree to tree. The gliding 
ability of the flying squirrel is 
due to a furred membrane 
attached to its wrist and ankle 
that allows it to glide from one 
point to another. The flattened 
tail is used as a rudder to help it 
steer has it glides. To allow it to 
see in the dark, the Southern fly- 
ing squirrel has eyes that are 
large in proportion to its body. 

People rarely see this species 
because it is nocturnal, It does 
most of its movement during the 
nighttime hours. Similar to gray 
and fox squirrels, the flying 
squirrel! will eat hickory nuts, 
acorns, seeds, fruits and mush-
